IN PERSPECTIVE

It was a remarkable Centennial Festiva’ of Faith held 
at Pershing Auditorium Sunday and it produced thoughtful 
wo rds It was remarkable in that it brought together in a 
Inint celebration the Lincoln Council of Churches. I.utheran 
churches and Catholic churches. 
The various church groups have gotten together in the 
past since the new spirit of ecumenism was born but not 
for this annual function. Thus, the gathering helps keep 
alive and growing the search for those things all men have 
in common rather than those things which separate them. 
11 is in the area of our common thoughts, heritage and 
culture that we will find the foundation on which to build 
the kind of .society all men have alway s dreamed of. It is 
here that we find the destructive force.s of fear and mis­ 
understanding replaced with confidence, compassion and 
knowledge. 


It is toward this end that Lincoln Diocese Bishop Glcn- 
non P. Flavin spoke of a unity and faith of pioneer times 
that have now been lost. It has been replaced, he warned, 
by an interest in more material things. 
If Rishop Flavin Is right — and it Is hard to challenge 
him with anv authority — then mankind’s work is surely 
rut out. i ivilization will find that the lack of Christian 
ideals is a cancer of great malignancy . 
Such a cancer destroy s two vital elements in y our life 
—love of God and love of neighbor. The first is a more 
personal thing and perhaps more an area for the individual 
himself to contemplate than for editorial treatment. 
The latter, whether or not it is dependent upon the for­ 
mer, affects society far bey ond the confines of the indi­ 
vidual. It is in this area that the words of the bishop take 
on real and lasting meaning. 


Without this love of neighbor, and y ou can put it in 
any words y ou like, we can only seek those ends or objcc- 
tive.s that gratify ourselves. Without this love, we are im­ 
mune to the human environment around us and perhaps 
even the phy sical environment. 
Some will cringe at the word “love” and this is most 
unfortunate. It is a beautiful word but in recent times has 
been desecrated in the name of violence, political turmoil 
and philosophical conflict. 
People who don’t reallv know the meaning of the word 
have bandied it about simply for the sake of publicity , for­ 
tune or some other purpose wholly incompatible with its 
meaning. Love is not pacifism, indifference, indolence or 
sensualism. 
; 
Rather, love should convey to us a concern for the 
world in which we live, a responsibility of citizenship that 
scr'ks the fulfillment of humanity ’s potential. It should scorn 
the wasted effort, the undeveloped mind and the untapped 
human and material resources that constantly face us.

Liberty Case Unresolved 


Without this love of neighbor, each man does become 
the fabled island unto himself and anarchy is his ultimate 
inheritance. Without this love, the weak are trampled under­ 
foot and the strong ex ist at the peril of many things. 
Rut with this love, we &ee ourselves as an integral part 
of the world around us and sharing in the bounty of that 
world to the ex tent of every one’s contribution to it. t\e 
are not socialists, but free men and women who exploit 
that freedom in the cause of human dignity . 
In this way we see that our own good fortune is closely 
related to the good fortune of every one. We see that the 
values in life which count are of the heart and mind, not 
just the phy sical m atter we can see or touch or taste. 
Only two points remain to be made — that the loss 
of Christian ideals about which Bishop Flavin spoke, hope- 
fullv. is only a temporary phenomenon and is confined to a 
minority whose prominence belies its true strength. 


Israel’s unprovoked, 
senseless a n d 
brutal attack on the USS Liberty , an 
American 
communications 
ship, 
during 
last summer’s brief war remains a sim­ 
mering issue. The U.S. has asked for a 
formal apology and is asking that Israel 
pay claims of the beneficiaries of the men 
killed in the attack. The Israeli ambassa­ 
dor to the U.S. has hinted that Israel is 
ready to pay . The Navy has conducted an 
inquiry — but part of the testimony re­ 
mains secret. 
Delay s on Israel’s parts are unaccept­ 
able. Formal, complete apologies are due 
the U.S., along with complete pay ment to 
the beneficiaries and pay ment for dam­ 
age to the ship. The attack was unjusti­ 
fied and delay s by Israel in repay ment 
are also unjustified. 
The Liberty was not an attack ship. 
It was in international waters. And the 
U.S. was (and is) a nation friendly to Is­ 


rael. There were hints after the attack 
that those responsible for the attack would 
be court-martialed, but so far no action 
has been taken. 
The U.S. has demonstrated again and 
again that it is ready to pay the price of 
world leadership, with men, guns a n d 
money . We are subject to verbal and phy si­ 
cal assault around the world. Our embas­ 
sies are stoned, our people under fire. We 
can take it. because we have to. 
But we should not be getting it from 
Israel. It is time, perhaps, for 
s om e 
meaningful demon.stration of the fact that 
we do not intend to let this matter jiass. 
especially since 
Israel’s defense 
is so 
clearly related to her alliance with us. 
This nation and most of its people sy m­ 
pathize with Israel, as we have demon­ 
strated both privately and through official 
channels since World War II. But the case 
of the Liberty , unfortunately , has definitely 
not come to a satisfactory conclusion.

I have written a number of 
times about side effects be­ 
cause so many readers are 
over-fearful that there will be 
•‘harmful side effects” from 
medications that are in nor­ 
mal use. 
Now I have to take the op­ 
posite tack in this case. 
Cortisone can be an ex ­ 
tremely useful medication, 
but being 
a powerful hor­ 
mone, it has to be used care­ 
fully . It can. indeed, have a 
remarkable temnorary effect 
in some cases of arthritis. 
In fact, this capability led 
to false hopes some y eais 
ago when it was first being 
used. It was given to patients 
so seriously afflicted with 
arthritis that they were bed­ 
ridden. 
Quite a number of them 
got out of bed and danced 
a r 0 u n d—and 
the 
world 
thought briefly that at last 
there was a cure for arthri­ 
tis. This was soon followed 
by a devastating letdown. 
Cortisone didn’t cure arthri­ 
tis at all; it merely gave 
temporary relief. When the 
medicine was stopped, the 
disease reverted to its for­ 
mer state. 
It was impossible to keep 
on giving the cortisone for 
many 
reasons. 
It 
causes 
edema — accumulation of 
fluid in the tissues. It en­ 
courages 
intestinal 
distur­ 
bances, including duodenal 
ulcers. It weakens the bones. 
It can cause mental disor- 


ders in patients having a 
tendency in that direction. It 
can mask the sy mptoms of 
infection, 
so that 
without 
close watchfulness, soma in­ 
fection can get a dangerou.s 
start without being recog­ 
nized. It can make diabetes 
worse. It can cause 
s k i n 
disorders. And those are just 
a few samples of the things 
it can do. Being a powerful 
hormone, too much cortisone 
can affect virtually every 
part of the human body . 
This does not mean that 
cortisone should not be used. 
It should. It is very valuable 
and life-saving in some in­ 
stances. It is used quite of­ 
ten for various 
a i l m e n t s 
which respond well to a tem­ 
porary “ lift” 
provided by 
cortisone. 
But it dare not be used 
for more than a brief time 
in quantities which overcome 
the sy mptoms of arthritis. 
Used in small enough doses 
.so they can be taken over an 
ex tended time, cortisone is 
no better and, according to 
some studies, not even as 
good as the salicy lates (as­ 
pirin-ty pe drugs) which can 
be taken with so much more 
safety and much less cost.

Achlasia is a spasm of the 
upper end of the stomach due 
to an imbalance of nervous 
control of the area. 
The result is difficulty in 
s w a l l ow i n g , regurgita­ 
tion, and discomfort in the 
upper abdomen. 
If the trouble cannot be 
controlled by bland diet and 
relax ing medications, then 
surgery is necessary to re ­ 
lieve the obstruction that 
tends to occur. 
Just tell y our friends y ou 
have a stomach spasm. It’s 
easier than try ing to ex plain 
achlasia.

WASHINGTON-The birth­ 
day party just ended was ^ 
glorious success. Ex po b7, 
marking a hundred y ears of 
Canada’s confederation, won 
universal acclaim and when 
the final count is taken, the 
hope IS that the total at^n^ 
dance will be over 50.000,- 
000 . 
In a dreary y ear with a se­ 
ries of dismal events making 
most of the headlines. Ex po 
gave a lift to the spirit. Even 
a brief glimpse, such as this 
reporter had in two day s in 
Montreal, convey ed the rich­ 
ness. the variety and the high 
level of excellence of the 
theme of man in his world. 
The Canadians themselves 
were surprised at the scale 
of Expo’s success. They had 
aimed for an attedance hope­ 
fully around 35.000,000. But 
the crowds grew bigger and 
bigger as the season wore 
on. If it had not been for the 
m o n t h-long transportation 
strike, the Alontreal exposi- 
sioii would have surpassed 
the record of the New York 
M’orld’s Fair that ran two 
seasons Instead of one with a 
total attendance of 51,000,- 
000. The New Y or k show, 
largely commercial in char­ 
acter,* did not have the sanc­ 
tion of the Bureau of Inter- 
national Expositions, which 
imposes a one-y ear limit. 


Ex po was 
truly interna­ 
tional, with a sampling of 
different life sty les for visit­ 
ors who have 
never been 
out of North America. The 
contrast between the United 
States and the Soviet pavil­ 
ions was a dramatic counter­ 
point to the respective roles 
of the two giants. America’s 
20-story genetic dome was 
in it.sclf a triumph and the 
range of ex hibits had light­ 
ness. gaiety and even humor 
wi*fi an edge of sclf-sltire. 


The Soviet pavilion was all 
assertiveness—Russian mus­ 
cle in machines, mockups of 
new dams and the new towns, 
closed-circuit television show­ 
ing the glories of the Soviet 
Union in this 50th y ear of 
communism. The effect was 
cluttered and confused. Yet 
many 
American 
visitors 
complained, 
demanding to 
know why 
the 
American 
pavilion had not display ed 
bigger and better machines 
than those in the Soviet ex ­ 
hibit. The answer was that 
the world, and Canada in 
particular, takes for granted 
the superiority of American 
machines and American pro­ 
duction. 
The one sour note was sup­ 
plied by President Charles 
de Gaulle of F'rance. A kind 
of traveling Ty phoid Mary 
of nationalism, he play ed on 
latent French-Canadian sep­ 
aratism with his cry of “Vive 
Quebec Libre,” thereby out­ 
raging not only Anglo-Cana- 
da but many Québécois, too. 
The latent separatism is 
part of the inevitable hang­ 
over at the end of a party so 
prolonged and successful. De 
Gaulle touched the sensitivity 
of 5.000,(XX) French-Canadi- 
ans who feel i g n or e d and 
isolated in the frame of a na­ 
tion with 15,0(X),0(X) English- 
speaking citizens for the most 
part of Anglo-Saxon descent. 
This division is reflected in 
the dispute over what is to 
happen to Expo 
wi t h the 
fair ended. Montreal’s May ­ 
or Jean Drapeau wants to 
make a permanent exhibit of 
part of the grounds and build­ 
ings. But since Expo 
will 
wind up $250,000,000 in debt, 
with Montreal expected to 
pay part, the question is 
where the money can be 
found to create a permanent 
fair.

It was an encouraging report by poll­ 
ster Louis Harris in regard to the public 
attitude toward mental health. ’Hie latest 
poll taken by Harris shows a clear de­ 
parture from past thinking which looked 
at any form of mental difficulty as some­ 
thing to be hidden in a dark closet. 
The poll showed, rather, that the gen­ 
eral public is coming to recognize mental 
illness as it should be recognized — a 
problem about which something can more 
often than not be done. Today ’s mental 
patient is no more a hopeless case than 
the person afflicted with any number of 
phy sical diseases or infirn^ities. 
This new attitude is demonstrated by 
the fact that people recognize in them­ 
selves and others the validity of .seeking 
treatment for problems of the mind and 
the nervous sy stem. People are found turn­ 
ing to psy chiatry and to medication where

they might well have been 
do so in a less enlightened 
few y ears ago. 
This, of course, is a mark of great 
progress in an area that has had a hard 
time of it. It is progress against ignor­ 
ance, one of the most formidable obsta­ 
cles one can go up against. It is particu­ 
larly disheartening when this ignorance 
denies to people a storehouse of knowledge 
and ability that can be of great benefit 
to the human race. 
It is certainly time that the treatment 
of mental illness be given the position of 
trust, respect and confidence that it has 
long deserved. And the greater public ac­ 
ceptance becomes, the greater will be the 
benefits to society . The treatment of men­ 
tal illness has long been removed from 
the dark ages and it now appears that 
public opinion Is catching up with things.

Tobacco Institute's Use Of Ad Backfiring; 


Barron's No Authority On Smoking Hazard 


WASHINGTON — The To­ 
bacco Institute’s latest ad­ 
vertising barrage, citing Bar­ 
ron’s skepticism of the ciga­ 
rette hazard, h a s backfired 
Capitol Hill and at the 
on 
Federal Trade Commission. 
Barron’s is a Wall Street 
weekly , which is better known 
as an authority on business 
than on health. Its own Dun 
and Bi’adstreet rating is also 
maintained, at least in part, 
by cigarette advertising. 
With these dubious creden­ 
tials, Larron’s boldly dis- 


puted the eminent medical 
authorities around the world 
who have pronounced smok­ 
ing a threat not only to the 
public’s lungs but other vital 
organs. In Britain, for ex ­ 
ample, most doctors have 
given up cigarettes, and their 
lung cancer rate has already 
dropped dramatically . 
To make s ur e Barron’s 
message reached cigarette 
smokers bey ond its limited 
circulation, the Tobacco In­ 
stitute reprinted the article 
in fuU-page advertisements 
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in most of Ihe nation’s lead­ 
ing newspapers. Copies were 
also m a i I c d to various con­ 
gressmen. 


The American Cancer So­ 
ciety told this column that 
the Tobacco Institute spent 
more money on this single 
advertisement than the so­ 
ciety was able to scrape up 
all of last y ear to publicize 
the link between lung cancer 
and cigarette smoking. 
The. society was obliged 
to estimate how much was 
spent on the Barron’s re­ 
print, 
because 
the 
T e d 
Bates Agency which placed 
the ad flatly refused to say 
how many papers had car­ 
ried it. Yet the hucksters 
blandly asked the cancer so­ 
ciety to tell them how it 
planned to counteract the 
ad. 
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Meanwhile, t h e Federal 
Trade Commission has been 
study ing the latest tobacco 
claims, 
which 
have 
been 
piling up faster than they 
can be analy zed. The Bar­ 
ron’s reprint is 
m e r e l y 
another piece in the picture 
that the FTC is painstak­ 
ingly putting together. 
The staff is particularly 
skeptical of the claims for 
longer cigarettes. Their own 
laboratories are also testing 
the various brands for tar 
and 
nicotine content. The 
results are expected to be 
released before the end of 
the y ear. 


Columbia University is also 
having second thoughts about 
its celebrated filter, which 
inventor - promoter 
R ob e r t 
Strickman persuaded 
t h e 
university to endorse. The 
university is now putting the 
filter through rigid tests. If 
it flunks out, university of­ 
ficials will repudiate the fil­ 
ter. 
Thus, despite the heavy 
outlay for broadcasting the 
Barron’s message to t h e 
world, it looks as 
If the to­ 
bacco Industry will have in­ 
creasing trouble persuading 
the public that cigarettes are 
safe.

Food and Drug Commis­ 
sioner James Goddard, who 
is supposed to warn the pub- 
lie against dangerous drugs, 
astonishingly has been going 
around the country defending 
marijuana. 
In Boston, he said 
t h a t

gerous than drinking liquor. 
In Minneapolis, he added 
that he would no more ob­ 
ject to his college daughter 
smoking “pot,” as the hip­ 
pies call the drug, than he 
would to her drinking a cock­ 
tail. 
If this is Goddard’s idea 
of what is safe for the pub­ 
lic his qualifications to ap­

Balance Is the goal of most athletic conferences and 
y ou can*t get them much more balanced than the Big 
Eight is at present. Perfect balance is mathematically 
Impossible unless every game ends in a tie. but It takes 
no mathematical genius to figure that on Dec. 2, the Big 
Eight football chase could wind up in a five-way tie for 
first place. 


.\nd the amazing thing about those mathematical cal­ 
culations is that nothing freakish has to happen to have 
it come out that way . 
If someone were to ask y ou to pick the winners in the 
16 remaining Big Eight football games, y ou quite likely 
would come up with standings that would show five teams 
with 5-2 records. 


The biggest key to getting the league into that shape 
is the Oklahoma-Colorado game this weekend at Norman. 
An Oklahoma win would keep the Sooners unbeaten In the 
Big Eight, but a Sooner win is a virtual necessity to set 
up that possible 5-2 finish. 


Nebraska left Big Eight territory for the weekend, but 
when the Huskers flew back into the region, they found 
themselves with renewed hopes of retaining at least a share 
of the conference crown that they have worn the past 
four y ears. 
The five teams, who could possibly wind up in a Big 
Eight title tie and a look at what must happen are: 
NEBRASKA—Must win all four remaining tests against 
Iowa State, Oklahoma State, Missouri and Oklahoma. 
OKLAHOMA—Huskers must rely on Oklahoma defeat­ 
ing Colorado, then having Sooners iose to them and Okla­ 
homa State, a game set for Dec. 2 in Norman. Other 
Sooner foes are Iowa State and Kansas. 
OKLAHOMA STATE—With one loss already , Cowboy s 
must defeat Missouri this week, lose to Nebraska next 
week, then defeat Iowa State, Kansas State and Oklahoma. 
COLORADO—Must lose to Oklahoma because Buffs 
should be able to get by Kansas and Kansas State in suc­ 
ceeding weeks. A win Saturday over Sooners would put 
Buffs in great shape. 
KANSAS—If J ay hawks can keep from pinching them­ 
selves and waking up to discover where they are (atop 
Big Eight), they might continue to lead. But with Okla­ 
homa, Colorado and Missouri ahead, Kansas is sure to be 
awakened. To make the five-way tie possible, Kansas must 
win over Kansas State and Missouri, lose to Oklahoma 
and Colorado. 
Huskers Showing Improvement 
Nebraska is continuing to show improvement with the 
past two weeks ranking one-two in offensive y ardage and 
it could be that slip-up against Kansas that will come 
back to haunt the Huskers as the season draws to a close. 


The general feeling throughout the league In early 
September was that the Kansas schools and Iowa State 
could play key roles in determining the league winner, but 
that none of the three was strong enough to win the title 
itself. 
The feeling also existed that a team losing to one of 
these three would be in a precarious position. 
That feeling still exists and Nebraska has been such 
a victim, but sports history is full of great comebacks. 


Who would have given Billy Casper a chance to over­ 
take Arnold Palmer as they headed into the final holes 
of the U.S. Open two y ears ago in San Francisco? 
Or Arnold Palmer coming from behind to get the 
great Ben Hogan at Cherry Hills in Denver a decade ago 
in the same U.S. Open?

New York — The tradition goes all the way back to 
Dick Turpin, one of the more noted of the breed. The 
highway man orders the stagecoach driver to “ stand and 
deliver.” Tbose words were not uttered in Los Angeles 
Saturday but the result was the same. Floy d Patterson 
was robbed of the victory he deserved over J e r r y 
Quarry even though it was not done at gunpoint. 
The aging heavy weight champion of y estery ear fought 
with all the resiliency of his long-gone y outh and the 
22-y ear-old Quarry fought like a tired old man, far too 
weary in the closing stages to make more than token 
resistance. Nothing about this bout made much sense, 
including the upsidedown decision rendered by the ring 
officials and the juxtaposition of the age factors. Patter­ 
son did not perform like a 32-y ear-old. But Quarry did. 
Millions must have watched them because the Ameri­ 
can Broadcasting Company televised the action as part 
of the promotional venture designed to produce a suc­ 
cessor to Cassius Clay as heavy weight champion of the 
world. This tournament has received the blessing of the 
World Boxing Association, a nothing organization whose 
blessings have long been suspect. 
About all that the tournament has accomplished to 
date is to rid the scene of Ernie Terrell, a dreary per­ 
former, and to expose Karl Mildenberger as an over­ 
rated sham. It now is down to four men — Quarry and 
J immy Ellis, who fade fast after the first few rounds; 
Oscar Bonevcna, a crude brawler, and Thad Spencer, 
perhaps the class of the operation. 


much more attractive heavy - 
is J oe Frazier, unbeaten and 
climbing fast. Then there is Buster Mathis, unbeaten but 
coming slowly . And now there also is that many -lived 
cat, Patterson. May be the outrageous decision did Floy d 
a favor. In the long run he may be the winner. 
It freed him from a tournament that has no remain­ 
ing major gate magnets. Frazier-Pattcrson or Mathis- 
Patterson could come close to packing Madison Square 
Garden, and the eventual tournament victor will get no 
recognition until he can beat — if he can — whoever 
evolved as top man from among the non-tournament 
threesome. It’s probably beside the point to guess t h at 
Cassius could take all seven on successive nights. 
Patterson’s single-minded dedication to the so-called 
sweet science paid off well 
even if the decision against 
him on Saturday would seem to negate the proposition. 
What did him in was his glass jaw. Quarry knocked him 
down in the second and again in the fourth. Yet the pecu­ 
liar California scoring sy stem 
gave 
disproportionate 
value to these two punches, almost like the weighted vot­ 
ing that some members of the electorate have facing 
them next week. 
Although I distrust my scoring abilities when watch­ 
ing a televised bout, that uncertainty applies only when 
a fight is close, for fear that I’ve missed nuances only 
ringside presence can bring. But when it’s a one-sided 
fight, there is no such doubt. 1 awarded Quarry the sec­ 
ond, third, fourth and sixth rounds. The other eight went 
to Patterson and over the span of the last five his right 
hand leads and combination punches had Quarry in con­ 
siderable distress. 
It was unbelievable that a 22-y ear-old kid could fold 


so badly . Ten y ears older, Patterson came on strongly 
and seemed unaffected by his knockdowns, which now 
number either 19 or 21 depending on which statistician 
y ou prefer. Floy d did grow arm-weary in the 12th and 
the speed of his hands has alway s been his outstanding 
characteristic. 
The troubled Patterson, invariably 
in 
the 
grip of 
neuroses, has long been a sy mpathetic figure and there 
had to be a new rush of sy mpathy for him after he was 
victimized again. The immortal words of the now legen­ 
dary J oe J acobs, boxing manager extraordinary , fit the 
situation precisely . 
“ We wuz robbed,” proclaimed the little hustler much 
too often. He would have been correct on this occasion. 
Yet Patterson, speaking into Howie Cosell’s micro­ 
phone, accepted the disappointment with admirable grace. 
Quarry , the slightly arrogant victor, said he had built 
such an early lead that Floy d couldn’t overtake him. He 
was wrong. He was overhauled ~ but good. 
Oddly enough, this was only the second decision Pat­ 
terson dropped in his entire career. J oey Maxim out­ 
pointed him in 19 54 and this also was a gross miscar­ 
riage of justice. Floy d also was knocked out by Ingemar 
J ohansson, Sonny Liston (twice) and Clay . But he still 
plods along as one of the better current heavy weights. 
Time has not eroded his skills to any measurable ex­ 
tent unless the relatively unknown Quarry had distorted 
judgment. 
Frazier, Mathis and Patterson form a far more ap­ 
pealing stockpile of talent than Spencer, Ellis. Bonavena 
and Quarry . Life may y et surge back into the busted- 
bcak industry even though Cassius has been placed out 
of circulation.
